Another effort has been made by the 
Georgia RailWax and Power company 
to obtain an increase in street railway 
fare from five to six cents. In a pe- 
tition presented Monday afternoon to 
council, the company, through its presi- 
dent, Preston 8S. Arkwright, gives as 
reasons for asking the change increas- 
ed cost of operation, the demand of 
employees for a higher wage, and ex- 
tra expense on account of the recent 
drought. 

The paper states that the company 
will be utterly unable to pay  in- 
creased wages to motormen and con- 
ductors unless increased fares are per- 
mitted to be charged by them. The 
water power shortage which has just 
ended required the operation of all 
steam stations, thereby using lerge 
quantities of coal and curtailing the 
revenue of the company, it is said. 

Referred to Committee. 

The petition was referred by coun- 
_cii to the freight rates and ordinance 
committees. 


The unfinished hearing before the! 


war:‘labor board between the Georgia 
Railway and Power company and the 
local carmen’s union for the- purpose 
of adjusting differences regarding 
wages and conditions of labor will be 
resumed in Atlanta on November &8. 
The carmen are asking for wages of 
40, 46 &na 50 cents an hour. The pres- 
ent schedule in effect is from a min- 
imum of 26 cents an hour to a maxi- 
mum of 32 cents. Mr. Arkwright, called 
to the stand, testified that without in- 
creased revenue the proposed changes 
would result in the company’s bank- 


6 ruptcy. 

The railroad commission of Georgia 
recommended to council some time ago 
that the rates be raised, an act which 
the commission held itself as without 
pawer to order, since there is an old 
contract between the power company 
and the city which only council has 
the power to change. Council voted 
against such an increase and made ar- 
rangements to fight such a petition 
in the courts. 

Petition of Company. 
The petition in full is as follows: 


To the Honorable Mayor and General 
Council of the City of Atlanta: Petition of 
the Georgia Railway and Power company 
respectfully shows: That since the order of 
the railroad cormmission of Georgia recom- 
mending that the street railway fares be 
increased from 5 cents to 6 cents per pas- 
senger a number of circumstances have 
arisen. emphasizing the necessity for this 
increase in the street railway fare, in the 
interest not only of meeting the cost of the 
service, but likewise in order to enable the 
company to pay its employees such in- 
creased wages as are essential to meet the 
increases in their living costs and to enable 
the company to render proper street rail- 
way service. — 

The scale of wages in effect for the mo- 
tormen and conductors of this company 
ranges from a minimum of 25 cents per 
hour to a maximum of 32 cents per hour, 
graduated over a period of five years of 
service.* This scale of wages was made ef- 
fective April 1, 1918, and was a very large 
increase over the wage scale in effect prior 
thereto. 

Since the decision of the railroad com- 
mission, namely, on or about September 24, 
1918, the motormen and conductors of this 
company presented a request to the na- 
tional war labor board that the scale of 
wages then being paid should be increased 
to 40 cents per hour for the first three 
months of service, 45 cents per hour for 
the next nine months of service and 50 
cents per hour after one year of service, 
The company is wholly unable to make any 
substantial increases in wages at all be- 
cause with the fixed rate of fare and the 
increased cost of operation it is unable to 
meet its necessary expenses and fixed 
charges with the present scale of wages in 
effect. The national war labor board has 
fixed wages in respect to the motormen 
and conductors on a large number of street 
railways in various cities of the United 
States, In the city of New Orleans the na- 
tional war labor board has fixed the rate 
of wages at 38 cents per hour for the first 
three months of service, 40 cents per hour 
for the next nine months of service and 42 
cents per hour thereafter, but in connec- 
tion with this award the board found that 
the New Orleans Street Railway company 
was unable to pay the increased wages 
awarded unless fts revenue was increased 
by -an increase in the rate of fare. The 
war board recommended to the commission 
council of New Orleans that the rate of 
street railway fare should be increased to 
meet the increased wages, and in conse- 
quence of this recommendation the com- 
mission council of New Orleans has con- 
sented that the strect railway fare of the 
New Orleans company should be increased to 
6 cents and the motormen and conductors 
of this city are now receiving the increased 
wages.

Final Statement for Demoerats.' 

In a final pre-election statement to- 
night Homer S Cummings, acting chair- 
man of the democratic national com- 
mittee, charged that “lavish use of 
money appears to constitute the eley- 
enth-hour program of the republican 
leaders,” and said that the people to- 
morrow will give President Wilson the 
vote of confidence he has asked. 

“Efforts to swing the election away 
from the president by the lavish use of 
money now appears to constitute teh 
eleventh-hour program of republican 
leaders,” sajd Mr. Cummings. This 
conclusion is reached after perusal of 
the statement just filed by the republi- 
can committee’s treasurer, which shows, 
for example, an advance of $100,000 to 
United States Senator William M. Cal- 
der, of New York, on October 31. 


“The same statement shows that $23,- 
000 was sent to T. Coleman DuPont, at 
Wilmington, Del. on October 29, with 
$5,000 more on October 30. Illinois, 
however, seems to be second to New 
York, $34,000 having been advanced to 
C. A. McCulloch, in Chicago, in four 
days. Of this amount $13,000 was turn- 
ed over to him on October 29, with $14,- 
500 following on November 1.

Particularly notable have been the 
new gains of the Americans west of 
the Meuse over their entire front. Op- 
posite Stenay in the Meuse valley they 
have an excellent footing for further 
progress up the river toward the im- 
portant German lines of communica- 
tion in the north. In the. center the 
American lines now stand 12 miles 
south of Sedan. In the latest opera- 
tions large numbers of additional Ger- 
mans have been made prisoner and 
many villages have been liberated.

In the face of stubborn opposition, 
the Americans took and held firmly the 
wooded heights south of Beaumont, the 
last German stronghold west of the 
Meuse. The advance carried the lines 
forward for an average gain of five kil- 
ometers. 

Nine Miles From Sedan. 

The forces on the heights are now 
only about seven and one-half. miles 
from Carignan, on the Mezierez-Metz 
railroad, and about nine miles from Se- 
dan, bringing both places within range 
of the allied shellifire. 

The day’s work may be said to have 
been complete. It was the principal 
phase of the American operation since 
the neck of the German lateral com- 
munications between the armies to the 
north and west was narrowed to the 
strangling point.

Secretary Lansing announced 
the fact tonight in a brief statement, 
adding only that complete diplomatic 
harmony had heen achieved by the 
allied and American conferees at Ver- 
sailles. 

It may be stated authoritatively that 
the terms, not yet given out for pub- 
lication, follow closely those under 
which Austria-Hungery surrendered 
today and passed out of the war, leay- 
ing Germany to stand alone against the 
world. 

Issue May Be Quickly Settled. 

The presumption in official circies 
here tonight was that the stipulations 
would be in the hands of the Ger- 
man government in less than twenty- 
four hours. If they are accepted, a 
reply settling the issue of peace or fur- 
ther fighting may also be received 
within that time. The uncertainty 
caused President Wilson to cancel to- 
night his proposed trip to New Jersey 
tomorrow to cast his vote in the con- 
gressional élections.

hostilities paves the way. The Ger- 
|man appeal for an armistice was sub- 
mitted on the basis of acceptance of 
the peace terms already outlined by 
President Wilson and when the dis- 
cussion starts the allies and the Unit- 
ea States will be in a position to dic- 
tate its results. In fact the real peace 
conference has been sitting at Ver- 
sailles. 

The judgment of army officers as to 
the situation on the western front in 
a military sense is that Germany must 
accept the armistice conditions or face 
a debacle of her armies. Signs of dis- 
integration of the German forces fac- 
ing the Franco-American lines have 
been évident for two days. The Ger- 
man official statement yesterday ad- 
} mitted an American break through. If 
the breach is widened the German ar- 
mies will be cut in half as effectively 
as were the Austrian armies in Italy. 
They then may be crushed separately. 
_ Belleved Germany Will Accept. 

So strong is the impression here that 
Germany will accept that when word 
came that a statement was to be is- 
sued by the state department tonight 
a@ Washington newspaper put out an 
extra saying the war was over and Ger- 
many had surrendered. It caused no 
excitement. 

It is generally assumed that the 

German government will receive the 
armistice terms through Washington, 
as its request was received in that 
way. The Austrian case does not form 
a& precedent, as the appeal to Wash- 
ington was supplemented after the col- 
lapse of the Austrian front by a direct 
application to General Diaz, the Ital- 
ian commander. Unless the situation 
of the German armies forces ‘sintilar 
action on the western front, however, 
it is assumed here that the German 
case is being handled through diplo- 
matic channels. The present Berlin 
civil government claims absolute au- 
thority over the army. 

The Versailles conferees evidently 
did not sign the final draft of the 
armistice terms until late today. Just 
before 6 p. m, it was stated at the state 
department that the work had not been 
completed. An hour later word went 
out from the department that an im- 
portant statement would be forthcom- 
ing at 9 p. m, 

An attempt to apply the lessons of 
the Austrian armistice to Germany’s 
situation bringing out several points 
upon which military men base their 
forecast of the German terms. For 
one thing, it is regarded as certain 
that complete evacuation of Alsace- 
Lorraine will be insisted upon as well 
as the occupation of the Rhine for- 
tresses by allied garrisons. Surren- 
der of the German submarines and a 
substantial part of the high seas fleet 
and the occupation of land defenses 
that protect German naval bases also 
is implied. 

Foch te Enferce Terms. 

So far as the German army is con- 
cerned, it must go back into Germany 
probably without the whole vast 
mechanism of war which it carried 
into France and Belgium. All the 
big guns, tanks, ane air craft under 
the Austrian precedent, would be con- 
céentrated and left under the direct 
control of the allied and American ar- 
mies. 

It was pointed out, however, that 
since Germany is the last of the central 
powers, when she surrenders, there 
will be no need to provide for the 
employment of her military equip- 
ment bly Marshal Foch. There will 
be no one left agaiast whom to turn 
the guns. The terms for Germany, 
therefore, probably will show that va- 
riation from the Austrian conditions, 

One feature of the Austrian surren- 
der -conditions which is thought here 
to have been duplicated in the German 
terms, is the entrusting to Marshal 
Foch of the carrying out of the pro- 
grams of demobilization and disarm- 
ament. 

Attention already is being given here 
to the next phase after Germany 
ceases fighting. Officials have not 
lost sight of the fact that armistices 
are only stepping stones to the per- 
manent settlement of all the issues of 
the war. Political questions, bound- 
aries, even commercial rights and priv- 
ileges all remain to be defined. 


To Set Peace Wheels in Motion. 


Both in the United States and in the 
allied countries it is said the neces- 
sity is recognized of setting in motion 
the wheels of peace time industry at 
the earliest possible moment in order 
to afford employment and support to 
the milllons of discharged soldiers. 
This is expected to hasten the peace 
conference once the Germans surren- 
der. It is recalled that whereas the 
}armistice or protocol which stopped 
the Spanish-American war.was signed 
on August 12, 1898, it provided in its 
terms for a meeting of the peace plen- 
ipotentiaries in Paris before October 1, 
following. The purpose was to assem- 
ble the conferees at the earliest prac- 
tical moment. ° 

Probably the, same purpose will gov- 
ern in the présent instance, allowing 
only sufficient time to elapse to carry 
out the conditions looking to the de- 
mobilzation of the central power 
armies; assembly and control of mili- 
tary supplies and establishments of 
garrisons. 

The entente allies and America ex- 
pects to go into the conference only 
after they have reached a perfect un- 
derstanding among themselves. They 
will lay down these terms, and while 
they may choose to permit the latter 
to make arguments and “pleas in 
abatement,” the result in the end must 
be what the victors choose to make it. 

Deprived of any power of resistance, 
it is pointed out, the Teutons will be 
tee a to submit, even though they 
might refuse to sign treaties, in which 
case the military occupation of their 
countries by the allies might continue 
indefinitely.

GERMANS SMASHED 
ON LINE OF 30 MILES 
BY BRiTISH TROOPS 


London, November  4.— Breaking 
deeply into the enemy positions along 
a thirty-mile front today, the Brit- 
ish captured more than 10,000 prison- 
ers and 200 guns, Field Marshal Haig 
reports tonight. 

The line of the Sambre canal was 
stormed and the British made an ad- 
vance of more than three miles beyond 
it to thé east. The statement says: 

“This morning troops of the fourth, 
third and first British armies attacked 
between the Sambre canal, Oise and 
the River Scheldt north of Valen-} 
ciennes. On the whole of this thirty- 
mile front troops from the United 
Kingdom and New Zealand have broken 
deeply into the enemy’s positions. Over 
10,000 prisoners and 200 guns are al-+ 
ready réported captured. 

“On the right of the attack the first 
and thirty-second divisions advanced 
to the asgault in conjunction with 
French forces operating to the south 
of them. With great dash and gal- 
lantry these two divisions stormed the 
formidable obstacle presented by the 
line of the Sambre canal, and, in spite. 
of strong resistance from the enemy, 
have pressed on to a depth of over 
three miles to the east of it. 

“In these operations the first divi- 
sion, under command of General Strick- 
land, bave captured the town of Catil- 
lon, forced passages of the canal oppo- 
site that place and near the lock two 
miles to the south of it. At the lat- 


the First Cameron Highlanders effect- 
ed the passage of the canal in six min- 
utes. 

“In its subsequent advance this di- 
vision captured the villages of Fesmy,,. 
Pautreve and La Greise, with 1,500 pris- 
oners. 

“On the left the 32d division crossed 
the canal at Ors, and, after fighting, 
took Ruedenhaut. Having cleaned the 
line of the canal to the south and 
north of this village; it continued its 
advance and drove the enemy from the 
villages of Meszieres, La Folie and Sam- 
breton. 

“In the center $f the attack the 13th 
division, under General Morland; the 
Fifth, General Shute, and the Fourth, 
General Harper, attacked the western 
face of Mormal forest. 

“After heavy fighting the infantry 
and tanks drové the enemy from his 
positions in the western outskirts of 
the forest, capturing the villages of 
Soyeres, Preux-au-Bois, Hecq, Futoy 
and Louvignies. 

“Thereafter our infantry contfnued 
the advance, overcoming alike the 
great natural difficulties of heavily 
wooded ground and the resistance of 
the enemy. 

“Moving through the inclosed coun- 
try on the southern edge of the forest 
the 25th division forced crossings of 
the Sambre canal opposite Landrecies 
and captured the town. Further north 
the 18th and 60th divisions penetrated 
deeply into the forest itself, and are 
still advancing. 

“The 38th division has reached eLs 
Grandes Patures and the 17th division 
has captured Locquignol, in the center 
of the forest. 

“Severe fighting took place this 
morning in the neighborhood of Le 
Quesnoy, where the enemy counter at- 
tacked in force and was repulsed by 
a new zeal and division with great 
loss in killed and prisoners. Our 
troops have passed to the south and 
north of this fortified town and are 
now several miles to the east of it. 

“On the left English troops, having 
followed up the enemy closely through- 
out his withdrawal this morning, at- 
tacked and drove him from his new po- 
sitions on the line of the Aunelle river.

300,000 PRISONERS 
AND SOME 5,000 GUNS 
TAKEN BY ITALIANS 


Washington, November 4.—Three hun- 
dred thousand Austrian soldiers and not 
less than 5,000.guns had been captured 
by the victorious Italian armies before 
the armistice went into effect at 3 
o’clock this afternoon, said an officail 


dispatch tonight from Rome. This in- 
cluded all captures since’the offensive 
— October 24. 
he soldiers of the once powerful 
Austrian army, the dispatch said, con- 
tinued to flee in disorder. Since the 
offensive started 63 Austro-Hungarian 
divisions were put out of combat by 51 
Italian divisions, three British and two 
French divisions, with Czecho-Slovak 
units and an American regiment. 

‘The war against Austria-Hungary, 
which was conducted under the high 
command of his majesty, the King of 
Italy, with an army inferior in number 
and with still inferior means since the 
24th of May, 1915, has come to an end,” 
said the dispatch. 

“With unshakable fafth and indom- 
itable valor the Italian army waged a 
continuous and hard war for a period 
of forty-one months and won the stu- 
pendous battle begun the 24th of Octo- 
ber and in which were engaged in their 
entirety all the resources of the enemy. 

“So far the enemy has left in our 
hands 30V,000 prisoners and not less 
than 6,000 guns. The soldiers of what 
used to be one of the most powerful 
armies in the world are now fleeing in 
disorder and without hope from the 
valleys which they had invaded with 
truculent confidence. 

“On October 31, after having over- 
come, on strongly fortified positions, 
the resistance of powerful enemy rear 
guards, our troops, consisting of 51 
Italian divisions, 3 British and 2 French 
divisions, with Czecho-Slovak units and 
an American regiment, put out of com- 
bat 63 Austro-Hungarian divisions. 

‘The rapid and most daring advance 
of the Twenty-ninth army corps to the 
city of Trento, precluding the retreat 
of the defeated enemy troops, pressed 
from the west by the Seventh Army 
corps and from the east by the First, 
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j om the River’ Brerita to the sca, 
the irresistible impetus of the Twelfth, 
Tenth and BHighth Army ‘co pressed 
inexorably the enemy retreating across 
the plain. The Dyke of Aosta is ad- 
vancing rapidly at the head of his in- 
vincible Third army, anxious to deturn 
to the old positions which he had once 
heroically conquered. 

“The Sustio-Hungerian army is de- 
stroyed.

SCUTARI TAKEN 
BY ITALIANS. : 


Rome, November 4.—Italian advance 
guards occupied the town of Scutari, in 
nerthern Albania, October 31, according 
to the Italian war office communication 
issued tonight. " 

The communication follows: 

“The war against Austria-Hungary 
which, under the high guidance of the 
king, the supreme leader of the Italian 
army, inferior in numbers and mate- 
rial, began the 24th of May, i915, and 
which, with unbending faith and tena- 
cious valor has been conducted unin- 
terruptedly and bitterly for forty-one 
months, has been won, 

“The gigantic battle engaged in on 
the 24th of October, in which fifty- 
one Italian divisions and three British, 
two French, one Czecho-Slovak and one 
American regiments participated 
against 63 Austro-Hungarian divisions, 
is ended. 

“The daring and very rapid advance 
of the 29th army corps on Trent, clos- 
ing up the enemy’s armies in Trentino, 
who were overcome to the west by 
troops from the ‘seventh army and to 
the east by the first, sixth and fourth 
armies, brought about the total col- 
lapse of the enemy's front. 

“From the Brenta to the Torre, with 
irresistible dash, the 12th, 8th and 10th 
armies and cavalry divisions are driv- 
ing the fleeing enemy constantly far- 
ther away. On the plains the Duke of 
Acosta is advancing rapidly at the head 
of his unconquered third army, with the 
purpose of reclaiming these positions 
which the enemy holds. 

“The Austro-Hungarian army is de- 
stroyed. It suffered very heavy losses 
in the fierce resistance of the first days 
of the struggle and in pursuit it has lost 
an immense quantity of material of 
all kinds, nearly all its stores and 
depots and has left in our hands about 
300,000 prisoners, with their commands 
complete; and not less than five thou- 
sand guns.

Washington, November 4.—A drive to 
secure 35,000 volunteers from ‘limited 
service men urgently needed to fill 
special posts in the arm was begun 
today by the department of labor’s 
employment service. at the request of 
the war departme The men are 
wanted for duty in is country, and 
will be used to release more active 
men for service overseas, 

Only Class 1-A registrants certified 
for limited service will be taken. All 
men volunteering will be inducted into 
the ranks as privates and promotion 
to higher grades will depend upon abil- 
ity. Branch offices of the employment 
service and community labor boards 
over the country will receive applica- 
tions for induction and give the men 
all necessary aid in getting into the 
service. 

Some of the lines in which limited 
service men are needed and the num- 
ber wanted are: Assemblers, 2,000; 
chauffeurs, 6,260; clerks, 1,102; cooks, 
700; laborers, 3,175; mechanics, 4,459; 
motorcycle drivers, 1,225; transmission 
men, 1,500, and tire repairers, 400. One 
newspaper man and three motion pic- 
ture experts also are needed.

Under Armistice Term 


Complete Demobilization of 
Austrian Forces and Sur- 
render of Artillery—Allies 
to Occupy Strategic Points 


Washington, November 4.—-Terms of 
armistice under which the land and sea 
forces of what once was the Austro- 
Hungarian empire have laid down their 
arme were announced today — simulta- 
neously in Washington and the alien 
capitals. They accomplfsh complete 
surrender and open Austrian and Hun- 
garian territory for American and allied 
operations against Germany. 

The terms of the armistice, with pa- 
renthetical explanations of minor errors 
in cable transmission, were announced 
by the state department as follows: 

Following are the terms of the ar- 


mistice imposed upon Austria which 
will go into effect at 3 o'clock today: 


Military Clauses. 


One: The immediate cessation of hos- 
tilities by land, sea and air. 

Two: Total demobilization of the 
Austro-Hungarian army and immediate 
Withdrawal of all Austro-Hungarian 
forces operating on the front from the 
North sea to Switzerland. 

Within Austro-Hungarian territory, 
limited as in clause three below, there 
shall only be nraintained an organized 
force reduced to pre-war effectiveness: 

Hialf «ue divisional, corps and army 
artillery ana equipment suall be eol- 
lected at points to be indicated by the 
allies and the United States of Ameri- 
ca for delivery to them, beginning with 
all such material as exists in the terri- 
tories to be vacudted by the Austro- 
Hungarian forces. 

Three: Evacuation of all territories 
invaded by Austro-HIlungary since the 
beginning of the war. Withdrawal with- 
in suc periods as shall be determined 
by the commander-in-chief of the allied 
forces on each front of the Austro- 
Hungarian armies behind a line fixed 
as follows: From Pic Umbrail to the 
north of the Stelvio it will follow the 
crest of the Rhetian Alps up to the 
sources of the Adige and ihe Eisach, 
passing thence by Mounts Reschen and 
Brenner and the heights of Cetz and 
Zoaller. The line thence turns south, 
crossing Mount Toblach and meeting 
the present frontier Carnic Alps. It 
follows this frontier up to Mount Tar- 
vis and after Mount Tarvis the water- 
shed of the Julian Alps by the Col of 
Predilz, Mount Mangart and Tricorno 
(Terglou) and the watersheds of the 
Cols di Podmerdo, Podlaniscam and 
ldria. From this point the line turns 
southeast towards the Schneeberg, ex- 
cludes the whole basin of the Save and 
its tributaries. From Schneeberg it 
goes down towards the coast in such a 
way as to include Castua, Mattuglia 
nd Volosca in the evacuated territories. 

It will also follow the administrative 
limits of the present province of Dal- 
matia, including to the north Lisarica 
and Trivania and, to the south, terri- 
tory limited by a line from the (Semi- 
grand?) of Cape Planca to the summits 
of the watersheds eastwards, so as to 
include-in tne evacuated area all the 
valleys'and water sources flowing to- 
wards Sebenico, such as the tieola, 
Kerka, Butisnica and their tributaries. 
It will also include all the islands in 
the north and west of Dalmatia from 
Premida, Selve, Ulbo, Scherda, Maon, 
Pago and Pustadurn in the north up to 
Meleda in the south, embracing Senten- 
drea, Busi, Lisa, Lesina, Terecla, Cur- 
zola, Cazza and Lagosta, as well.as the 
neighboring rocks and islets and pas- 
sages, only excepting the islands of 
Great and Small Zirona, Bua, Solta and 
Brazza: All territory thus, evacuated 
shall be occupied by the forces of the 
allies and of the United States of 
America.

All other surface war ships, 
including river craft, are to be concen- 
trated in Austro-Hungarian naval 
bases to be designated by the allies and 
United States of America and are to be 
paid off and completely disarmed and 
placed under the supervision of allies 
and United States of America. 

Four: Freedom of navigation to all 
warships and merchant ships of allied 
and associated powers to be given in 


the Adriatic and up the River Danube} 


and its tributaries in the territorial 
waters and territory of Austria-Hun- 
gary. 

The allies and associated powers 
shall have the right to sweep up all 
mine fields and obstructions and the 
positions of these are to be indicated. 

[In order to insure the freedom of nav- 
igation on the Danube, the allies and 
the United States of America shall be 
empowered to occupy or to dismantle 
all fortifications or defense works.

Five: The existing blockade condi- 
tions set up by the allied and associated 
powers are to remain unchanged and

I ain so well satisfied with several years’ 
use in ensiling this heretofore waste product 
that I give the use of my engine, cane mill 
and cooking outfit to ail people raising 
saccharine canes resident near enough to 
avail themselves of the use of my ma- 
chinery provided they leave the bagasse for 
my silos. 

My practice is to run the pomace direct 
from the cane mill to the ensilage cutter, 
not allowing itto dry. Without proof to the 
contrary, Il would notdry cane bagasse to 
presefve as is done with beet pulp. Eith wet 
the bagasse with a hose, running water in 
the elevating blower or wet in the silo itself 
the ensilage is blown therein. It 
must be wet to make good winter cattle 
food. 

When I have corn grown for ensilage, or 
dry cornstalks, I endeavor to mix these 
with the bagasse silage in as nearly as prac- 
ticable equal parts of corn and cane, 

In winter feeding I sprinkle this miscd 
ensilage with either peanut meal or cotton 
seed meal. My cattle eat it with relish. I 
regret that the southern experiment sta- 
tions have not worked out the varias feed- 
ing value of bagasse.

The eastern sattiaail 
will be covered by an army corps of 
canvassers commanded by Major Gen- 
eral Roby Robinson and Lieutenant 
General Mrs. Linton Hopkins. The 
western section wil be covered by an 
army corps of canvassers commanded 
by Major General Henry P. Nelson and 
Lieutenant General Mrs. Frank Inman. 

“These two army corps will be com- 


posed of teams, and the teams will be 
composed of men and women. You 
women here, representing the wonder- 
ful organization that took the census in 
one day, will be assigned to places on 
these teams.
